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Zero Visibility; Deep Drifts 

Many Stranded When 
Wild March Blizzard Hits 


"Serves the Heart of Southern Alberta's Wheat Belt" 

VULCAN, ALBERTA, THURSDAY, MARCH 22 1951. 


Striking suddenly from the 
north about 11 o'clock last Thurs¬ 
day night, winds up to a reported 
70 miles per hour, accompanied by 
driving snow, brought blizzard 
conditions thut quickly forced all 
motor traffic to a halt and caus¬ 
ed scores of town and district re¬ 
sidents to seek emergency shelter 
for the nighk 

Although storm warnings had 
been broadcast The blizzard was 
not expected to hit this-area until 
near midnight and when it struck 
so early It caught many district 
residents in town and many town- 
people visiting with friends in 
other parts of town. 

With visibility at zero and roads 
quickly becoming impassable, 
many who started from town for 
their farm homes were forced to 
spend the night in their cars. For¬ 
tunately, temperatures remained 
well above zero and although 
they spent an uncomfortable and 
anxious night stranded on the 
road, there were no fatalities In 
this district. 

Many curlers were stranded in 
town or on the roads. The hotel 
was full and the bowling alley, 
Canadian Legion and theatre all 
had their quota of overnight 
guests. Visitors* at private homes 
were in most cases forced to 
spend the night^ wherever they 
were when the storm struck. | 

The Elks’ St. Patrick’s dance 
was cancelled and will be held 
next month. 

Cars were" stranded and aband¬ 
oned all over town and by Friday 
morning drifts as high as ten feet 
blocked all streets. Drifts 15 and 
20 feet in height are reported in 
the country. 

When the wind abated Friday 
afternoon a county snow plow 
was put to work making town 
streets passable and tow trucks 
werp^busy hauling cars and trucks 
out of the deep drifts. A govern¬ 
ment plow has opened No. 23 
highway and county snow plows 
are busy this week attempting to 
open blocked district roads.

This letter is addressed to the 
town and district residents ol 
Vulcan. 

Some four years ago the Vul¬ 
can and district Athletic ..and 
Cultural Association was organiz¬ 
ed to meet the need of directing 
the energy of young people in (he 
right direction. The Association 
vvas formed to serve as a co¬ 
ordinating body lor all activities, 
to promote citizenship, sportsman¬ 
ship, leadership, health and re¬ 
creation, etc., with emphasis be¬ 
ing placed on junior activities. 

In the intervening years the 
Association has sponsored hockey 
clubs (taking in all age groups), 
hard And softball for junior boys 
and girls, and track and field 
meets for inter-school competi¬ 
tions.

commit tec with 'full voting pow ers 
on the committee. Their assis¬ 
tance vvas .needed in the school ad¬ 
ministration y and was appreciated 
by the members of the Council. He 
was sure that , a spirit of co¬ 
operation would prevail among 
llte members of tin committee to 
ensure a successful and efficient 
county school system which was 
'deemed to be the major activity 
of the County. ' . 

The-committee spent most of 
ils time in getting acquainted with 
■the routine matters in respect to 
the operation of tlie schools and 
decided to continue policies in op¬ 
eration at tiie present time' until 
the end qf the school year. 

A resolution from the High 
River Presbytery of the United 
Church complaining against school 
children taking part in and pro¬ 
moting raffles was read to the 
committee.

ters, it should have a contract to 
supply the local paper to every 
rate-payer.

An 
ellort will be made to give com¬ 
plete coverage of County affairs 
One of the points stressed was 
that the mailing list be kept up- 
to-date at all times, and ratc-_ 
payers are asked to see that in¬ 
formation is supplied to the of¬ 
fice promptly of all changes in 
ownership of land so that the best 
service can be given.

For instance when the depart¬ 
ment of agriculture estimates 
were gone over, Harry Lobay, 

Beaver River, praised the work 
of district agriculturists and sug¬ 
gested more than the present 44 
should be provided. Hon. David 
Ure, minister of agriculture, was 
quick to agree, but poinld out 
that new agriculturists were giv¬ 
en practical training under cr- 
perienced men, and this took 
time. 

Mr. Ure also announced plans 
for irrigation. A $3,000,000 pro¬ 
gram will take place in the 
south-east section of the province. 

Included will be a 2,400 foot sip¬ 
hon across 40 mile Coulee south 
of Bow Island, from the coulee a 
canal system will be built to near 
Bow Island and east to the Medi¬ 
cine Hat area. 

A 20,000 acre feet reservoir 
would be built at the end of the 
canal system near Medicine Hat 
and a reservoir would also be 
built at the head of 40 mile Coulee 
as well as a spillway. Distribu¬ 
tion systems are scheduled lor 
Yellow Lake, Grassy Lake-Burdett, 
and part of the Bow Island sys¬ 
tem. Tying in with the federal 
government main canal on the 
St. Mary project the government 
would build a canal in the Ma- 
grath area. 

The coyote question was also 
brought to the fore on a vote for 
$25,000. Mrs. C. R. Wood, Stony 
Plain, had urged that a bounty be 
paid to farmers, who did more ex¬ 
terminating at their own expense 
than professional hunters, who 
were paid. Mr. Ure replied a new 
plan was being drawn up, DUt 
there would be no bounties. He 
did reveal that orders had been 
placed for 10,000 cyanide guns 
and 50,000 shells. It is expected 
the new, dangerous 1080 poison 
will be used. 

Something else Mr. Ure men¬ 
tioned was an item of $40,000 for 
seed cleaning plants. (The same 
amount was offered last year, but 
no one took advantage of It. The 
year before four plants, at West- 
lock, Morlnville, Wetaskiwin and 
Cnmrose were built and had clean¬ 
ed half a million bushels of seed 
last year. The government puts up 
one third, and the municipality 
and the farmers are asked to put 
up one third each. He hoped this 
giant would be applied for this 
year. Michael Ponlch, VegrevlUe, 
asked for Information on the 
plants. 

Recently W. F. Gilliland, Peace 
River, objected to the forestry 
policy of refusing to permit burn¬ 
ing of brush and roots after April 
1 In fact, he dared the forestry 
officials to come up his way and 
show the residents how brush 
could be burned prior to that 
date, when there was likely to be 
two feet of snow on the ground. 

However, a meeting was held and 
Mr. Gilliland reported It had been
